Collectors may now obtain the new Linprint Unit System Album pages for all stamps issued in the year 1937. These pages are 
available for both the Ring Binder Unit with the 84x11 inch pages and for the Post Binder Unit with the 95¢x11 inch pages. 
Here is the story—During 1937 there were issued 18 new stamps. Eight of these were the 2c to 5c values of both the Army and 


Navy set. These stamps however were included with our 1936 Units since this series started to appear in that year. 
have left ten different stamps for which we provide pages in our 1937 Units.

These stamps are the 3c N. W. Territory, 5c Virginia Dare, 3c Constitution and the four Territories stamps which are of the 
regular commemorative issues. For these we have issued a single page for single copies which is listed as Unit No. 187. We have 
made two pages to take care of blocks of four of these stamps which is listed as Unit No. 237. Then there is the 10c Asheville Souvenir 
sheet which requires a page und which we list as Unit No. 337. Besides these stamps there is the 20c and 50c Trans-Pacific Air Mail 
stamps for which we have issued a page for single stamps which is Unit No. 437, and a page for the blocks of four is Unit No. 537. 

In all there are six new pages to be divided among five different Units. It is necessary in order to supply these for collectors 
who want only a single Unit, that we put each Unit in a special envelope to keep it clean and to deliver in good shape to the buyer. 
This, plus the fact that it costs as much to mail or deliver one page as it does a half dozen, makes it costly to buy single pages. We 
therefore make up a Unit which we call Unit No. 1937 which includes all of the different pages that have been issued for 1937 stamps 
and this Unit is priced low enough that collectors can best buy the entire Unit and discard the pages not wanted.

1866 the United States never had 

an Admiral or for that matter any 
naval officer with rank higher than cap- 
tain until 1862, though most of the fa- 
mous exploits of the U. S. Navy occurred 
long before that year. Even the title 
of Commodore accorded some squadron 
commanders was an unofficial designa- 
tion. By contrast Chile started its navy 
with “landlubbers” for crews and a gen- 
eral of artillery vested with the title of 
Admiral. 

Spain lost its grip on its American 
colonies in 1808 when King Charles IV 
and Ferdinand VII were successively 
forced to abdicate, Joseph Bonaparte 
being imposed in their stead. Chile at 
the time was a Kingdom by title, ruled 
for Spain by the Viceroy at Lima, Peru, 
who in turn had his Governor stationed 
in the country. Friction with the Vice- 
roy and his subordinates resulted in the 
Chileans forming a junta at Santiago, 
deposing the Governor and on Sept. 18, 
1810, declaring their intention to rule 
Chile so long as the French held Spain. 
The Viceroy, his authority disputed, 
tried to enforce his will. At first, his 
forces were defeated, but dissension 
among the Chileans enabled him to re- 
conquer the Southern half of the coun- 
try and to hold it for the next two and 
a half years. 

Since all Spanish armies and supplies 
had to come to Chile by sea it was 
eventually realized that without con- 
trol of the sea Chile would always be 
open to invasion. Accordingly the first 
step taken to remedy this was in 1816 
when Miguel Carerra, whose monument 
is shown on the 50c 1910 Independence 
Commemorative, went to the United 
States to procure some war vessels. 
Finally obtaining four ships, he halted 
February 9, 1817, at Buenos Aires, Ar- 
gentina, before making the trip around 
Cape Horn. The Lautaro Lodge, a band 
of republican revolutionists there, sus- 
pected his intentions were more for his 
Personal success than that of the cause 
of independence, and managed in one 
way and another to fritter away his sup- 
plies and ships. 

Three days later, on the other side 
of the Andes, the Chileans won the great 
Victory of Chacabuco, a scene from

of the Chilean Junta declared:—‘This 
victory and a hundred more will be 
without effect unless we control the sea” 
and on February 17th sent a mission to 
the United States with $200,000 to buy 
some ships. Another group was sent to 
England. 

Months passed before the first of the 
new fleet arrived. Difficulty was had in 
obtaining crews, for though Chile is 
practically all sea coast, few Chileans 
were sailors due to the Spanish restric- 
tions of colonial days. There was a 


| aoe ok 
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similar lack of experienced naval officers, 
and it turned out that the nearest they 
could come to an officer was General 
Manuel Blanco Encalada, who for a 
short time had been a midshipman in 
the Spanish Navy, but was better known 
in Chile as an artillery commander. His 
expertness at artillery and his naval ex- 
perience, brief though it was, caused his 
appointment as commander of the new 
navy, with the rank of Admiral. Here 
in the United States, our first Admiral, 
David Faragut, served in the navy 61 
years, starting as a midshipman, §2 of

those years having passed before he be- 
came a rear-admiral. Blanco Encalada 
made the change in one jump! His 
artillery exploits being more famous, his 
portrait on the 2 peso 1910 is labeled 
“General Blanco.” 

On October 10th, 1818, Blanco and 
his squadron sailed out of Valparaiso, 
the lone-star flag of Chile for the first 





time flying from naval vessels. The 
fleet consisted of the frigates San Mar- 
tin (60guns) and Lautaro (46 guns), 
and the corvettes Chacabuco and Aura- 
can of 20 and 16 guns respectively. A 
small fleet, but at the time it ranked 
with that of the United States. Seem- 
ingly a ridiculously small flotilla to at- 
tack the might of Spain. Of these ships, 
the two frigates are shown in action in 
the 10c and 12c 1910. 


Spain, was sending a fleet of twelve 
vessels to crush the Chileans once and 
for all, it being generally supposed they 
were heading for Concepcion, the south- 
ern port still held by Spain. There, 
under the guns of the forts lay the fri- 
gate Maria Isabel and three other ships, 
which Blanco set out to capture or de- 
stroy before the reinforcements from 
Lima arrived. The San Martin and 
Lautaro attacked with a swiftness and 
accuracy of aim surprising to all and 
after battling the forts and moored 
ships for several hours captured the 
Maria Isabel. This feat is shown on 
the 12c stamp of 1910. The other two 
vessels of the little navy had equal suc- 
cess, and after a 38 day cruise, all sailed 
into Valparaiso Harbor on November 
17th, their number swelled to 16. Eight 
of the prizes were filled with Spanish 
arms and all kinds of military stores as 
well as $100,000 in gold. Admiral Blanco 
was making his high rank something 
more than just a title and a fancy uni- 
form! After this series of captures, 
Spanish ships were seen no more in 
Chilean waters. 

In the meantime Lord Cochrane, for- 
mer British naval commander had ar- 
rived at Valparaiso. To this experienced 
and famous officer was promptly of- 
fered the post of Vice-Admiral and here 
Admiral Blanco showed a willingness to 
co-operate seldom found in history. Vol- 
untarily he took the demotion to Rear- 
Admiral, second in command, realizing 
the need of a more experienced com- 
mander. General Ignacio Zenteno shown 
on the 5 peso 1910 became Minister of 
the Navy and soon gave an excellent 
account of himself gathering supplies and 
funds for the naval expeditions. Lord 
Cochrane appears on the Chilean 10 
peso of the same issue as well as the 
7c Peruvian Independence Commemora- 
tive of 1921. It is recorded that upon 
his arrival at Valparaiso he was given 
a great welcome, which he returned with

a banquet at which he presided in the 
regalia of a Scottish Chief. 

The captured Maria Isabel was re- 
named the “O’Higgins” and after over- 
hauling, the fleet put to sea on a series 
of exploits which cleared the Pacific 
coast of Spanish ships and took the 
Chileans as far from home as Acapulco, 
Mexico. During the cruise occurred the 
famous capture of Valdivia, a landlocked 
harbor ringed with forts. At Callao, 
Peru, Cochrane and Capt. Guisse of the 
Lautaro cut out the Spanish frigate 
Esmeralda from under the 300 guns of 
the forts, an exploit recalled by the 10c 
1910. Capt. Guisse poses for the phila- 
telic gallery on the 10c of Peru’s 1921 
set. 

In the early 1820s as a result of this 
series of victories the Chilean navy rank- 
ed with the best in the world, a tradi- 
tion kept to this day with a small but 
powerful fleet. Since that time it has 
rendered great service in defeating the 
combined forces of Peru and Bolivia and 
in the latter ’60s Spain itself, and more 
recently in 1891 a would be dictator 
was defeated when the navy upheld the 
congress. As late as the ’70s the Chilean 
Navy was superior to that of the United 
States. Its first Admiral who jumped

membered by successive ships named 
for him and to stamp collectors by the 
Independence set, unique in such issues 
in that of the 15 designs, six feature 
naval commanders and their victories.

Receipts from the sales of postage 
stamps at the Philatelic Agency here 
during the fiscal year of 1937 amounted 
to $1,945,019.94, it is stated in the an- 
nual report of Postmaster General James 
A. Farley. 

This is the highest amount reached in 
any year since the establishment of the 
Agency in December, 1921. 

The Farley Report is a six-column 
broadside which gives full information 
on the financial statistics for the year 
plus a review of all that transpired dur- 
ing 1937, relative to the Post Office 
Department. 

It is stated that the total sales of 
postage stamps and “other stamped pa- 
per” amounted to $521,742,133.27, a 
gain over last year of 6.1%. This rep- 
resents a total of 19,195,252,564 postage 
stamps, an increase of 1,609,755,643 over 
the 1936 total. 

In regard to postal cards, the Report 
states that “during the year the produc- 
tion totaled 2,430,597,000 having a sale 
value of $24,790,970.” 

In the Division of Air Mail Service, 
“a total of 19,553,543 pounds of air mail 
was transported during the fiscal year

As for the International Postal Serv- 
ice, “based on actual count for 7 days 
in October, 1936, and 7 days in April, 
1937, at all United States exchange post 
offices, it is estimated that the number 
of letters and other articles, excluding 
parcel post, dispatched to foreign coun- 
tries by land, sea, and air during the 
fiscal year was 367,161,080, an increase 
of 8.06 per cent over the preceding 
a, 

“The amount of postage including air- 
mail and special delivery fees prepaid 
by the senders on such articles sent to 
foreign countries .. . was $14,849,274, 
an increase of 6.97.” 

As for the Navy Mail Service, it was 
“in operation on 318 vessels and at 66 
domestic and 7 foreign shore stations. .” 

Special emphasis was mentioned con- 
cerning the descriptive booklet, which 
was issued by the Post Office Depart- 
ment through the Superintendent of 
Documents. It is stated in the Report 
that the demand for the booklet has 
been far in excess of the original esti- 
mates.

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“Day of the enna Stanp” 


Austria celebrated December Sth as 
the “Day of the Postage Stamp” with 
exhibitions and _ philatelic meetings 
throughout the country. The Austrian 
Postal Administration co-operated by 
exhibiting numerous rarities including 
original designs and proofs of issues from 
1850 to 1918. On this day was also 
placed on sale the 1938 Austrian Winter 
Relief set of nine stamps picturing 
famous Austrian physicians. Only full 
sets were sold, and then at double face. 
The principal exhibtion, in the Museum 
of Art and Industry lasted a week, and as 
a climax the post office at the exhibit 
placed on sale, December 12th, for the 
first time the two New Year’s stamps 
or as the Austrian’s call them, ‘“Congrat- 
ulation stamps.” 


Australian Stamps Debated 


The Australian Stamp Monthly re- 
ports an exchange on the floor of the 
Australian Senate on current and pro- 
posed stamps, between a Senator Dun- 
can-Hughes of South Australia and the 
Postmaster-General, A. J. MacLachlan. 
Specifically criticised by the Senator 
were the 1937 South Australian Cente- 
nary set and the lack of a Coronation 
stamp of beauty equal to those of the 
Crown Colonies. In the course of the 
debate it developed that the subject of 
the proposed Coronation stamps was to 
be the King and Queen in their Coro- 
nation robes, but lack of suitable photo- 
graphs caused indefinite postponement 
of such a design. It was also told that 
the Premiers of the country had chosen 
the design of the 1937 set, and that al- 
though the Koala bear is to be the sub- 
ject of a new stamp, no suitable photos 
were yet available. 


First Texas Regional 
Convention 





The first regional convention of the 
Texas Philatelic Association was adjudg- 
ed a success according to newspaper re- 
ports of the event. The banquet at the 
Hilton Hotel, Abilene, was attended by 
50 persons and stamps cataloging some 
$1500 were sold during the meeting. 
This is the first of the regional meetings 
planned for the five regional groups of 
the T. P. A. The West Texas Collec- 
tors’ Club, which sponsored the gather- 
ing, plans to hold meetings during 1937 
on the second and fourth Thursdays.

SEMI- The current big problem 
POSTALS? of catalog publishers is 

what to do, if anything, 
about the souvenir panes (or miniature 
sheets if you prefer them by that name). 
Gibbons reflects the traditional British 
conservatism by stating they won’t list 
any, while Scott’s try to bury the more 
outrageous inflictions under the “tenta- 
tive” heading, with the other catalogers 
yet to be heard from. 

Some years ago all stamps which were 
sold at time of issue for more than their 
postage value were grouped under Char- 
ity Stamps, but since a lot of the things 
to which the surtax was going were 
hardly charitable groups and purposes, 
the title was changed to Semi-Postal

Looking over the souvenir sheets it is 
apparent that almost all are eligible for 
"| Teting under the Semi-Postal heading. 
Very few have ever been sold for the 
face value indicated on the stamps, 
many of them costing at time of sale 
considerably over the indicated price. In 
fact the United States has been about 
the only country to sell souvenir sheets 
without making us pay something extra 
above face value. 

Most European sheets have been is- 
sued simply and solely for the purpose 
of making money, often with the idea 
of making exhibitions financial success- 
es. It has been customary in Europe to 
make an admission charge to their 
stamp shows, which would cut down at- 
tendance ordinarily. By placing a mini- 
ature sheet on sale only at the exhibition 
and requiring a ticket to the show to be 
purchased with each sheet, gate receipts 
can run into impressive and even profit- 
able figures. Consider the 1930 Belgian 
Antwerp sheet with single stamp of 4 
franc denomination, but which actually 
cost ten francs as every purchaser had to 
buy a 6 franc ticket of admission for 
every sheet purchased. That makes that 
stamp semi-postal with a capital S. For 
that matter the description semi-postal 
is more than appropriate for many of 
the sheets since most are not expected 
to be used for postage and the few used 
do not replace regular postage stamps 
since they are used entirely on non-com- 
mercial philatelic mail. 

It is refreshing to contrast the usual 
procedure in foreign countries with that 
in the United States, for Uncle Sam 
scems to be the only one not making the 
issues in a very limited and expensive 
form. Not only have the sheets been 
supplied in quantities to meet all de- 
mands at the events commemorated, but 
to accommodate those unable to attend 
in person, the sheets have remained on 
sale afterwards long enough to enable 
anyone to obtain all they wanted. While 
we may criticise the unimportance of 
some of the events they commemorate, 
we can be thankful that no deliberate 
rarities or high-priced varieties have 
been created. But then that is no rea- 
son for continuing to make them.

marking stamps when their present ones 
fail to make a legible impression. The 
Department has also recognized that 
many postmarking hand stamps are not 
wornout, but simply are so clogged with 
the accumulated dried ink and grime 
that the' resulting postmark is often in- 
distinct. Most collectors want light 
postmarks, and the department has tried 
to favor mail clearly identified as of 
philatelic origin and purpose, with light 
postmarks. We have been shown speci- 
mens where the cancellation was not 
overinked, but was clear and this was 
complained of. Collectors should not ex- 
pect to receive their covers from com- 
mercial mail with cancellation barely 
touching the stamp. For instruction on 
how and why this is made difficult, we 
recommend a visit to your local post 
office and see how the cancellations are 
applied and the speed necessary in or- 
dinary postoffice routine.

W. R. Patton of Winnipeg, Man., ex- 
plains that covers like the one described 
in the Dec. 25th issue, bearing both 
Canadian and U. S. stamps cancelled at 
Skagway, Alaska, are not uncommon. 
He states they result from letters mailed 
on the trains of the White Pass and 
Yukon Railway and which are turned 
over to the first outbound steamer, the 
two kinds of stamps being intended to 
pay postage if either country’s steamer 
is used. 


We have been shown a 3-cent stamped 
envelope with return card of Malcolm 
B. Davis, Jr., Boston, the stamp being 
cancelled with a dated postmark, re- 
sembling a meter, inscribed ‘“Mailer’s 
Postmark Permit No. 1.” The portion 
falling on the stamp itself consists of a 
box approx. 1 by 134 inches containing 
diagonal light ruled lines about one- 
eighth inch apart.

Thomas Jefferson 





THIRD PRESIDENT—1801-1809 


Born Shadwell, Virginia, in 1743. Died 
1826. Jefferson held many posts of im- 
portance during the Revolutionary War 
and was Governor of Virginia during the 
latter part of the war. His best known 
act was that of his authorship of the 
Declaration of Independence. His term 
of office included many events of im- 
portance to the new republic. Jefferson 
has appeared prominently on U. S. 
stamps since the issue of 1851, being 
preceded only by Washington and 
Franklin in the number of stamps on 
which he has appeared. 





In the foreword to the first of the 
Presidential Portraits on page 137 of the 
Jan. Ist issue, we stated that of the 31 
men who have been President, eleven 
have never been portrayed on our 
stamps. This should be corrected to 
read fourteen, but actually only the 
twelve listed as follows are eligible for 
the coming issue: John Adams, John 
Quincy Adams, Martin Van Buren, Wm. 
Henry Harrison, John Tyler, James K. 
Polk, Millard Fillmore, Franklin Pierce, 
James Buchanan, Andrew Johnson, 
Chester A. Arthur, and Calvin Coolidge. 
Herbert Hoover and Franklin Roosevelt 
being very much in the land of the 
living, they of course cannot appear on 
the set.

one collects sheets and it seems they all 
expect to make gigantic profits. 


There is a lawyer on 42nd St. who 
expected a miracle to happen. He in- 
vested a few thousand dollars in all 
commemorative issues from the Con- 
necticut through the Oregon. In addi- 
tion he bought 50 sheets of the 16c blue 
Special Delivery Air Mail. At present 
he is trying to recoup his original invest- 
ment and I have my doubts of his 
success. 


Plate number collectors I know, tell 
me that when they ask a stamp clerk 
at one P. O. for plate numbers they 
have to listen to a long list of plate num- 
bers the clerk himself needs for his col- 
lection, then they can get some service. 
But let me pay tribute again to the 
stamp clerks. I think they’re regular. 


December auction sales as well as 
dealers prices show that Farley scrap 
has continued to slide downward, Far- 
ley plate blox however, held their own. 
Nineteenth century United States in 
superb condition brings full catalogue 
prices and in many instances sells over 
catalogue price. In most of these cases 
the dealers vie with each other for the 
opportunity to buy this superb material. 
A collector has very little chance to 
compete with the dealers unless he is 
prepared to spend. 


In a recent sale a superb copy of the 
$1.00 Trans-Mississippi was bought by 
a dealer for $27.50. Another copy slight- 
ly off center with an extra piece of hinge 
was sold to a collector for $15.25. A 
third copy with a perforation missing 
was sold for $10.00. The dealers in 
Coronations are holding their breath. 
They are waiting to see what Crown 
Colony set will take a jump in prices, 
but with thousands of sets in dealers 
vaults nothing looks likely. 


The very small wholesalers in minia- 
ture sheets are gnashing their teeth at 
Stanley Gibbons, Ltd. because of their 
stand in refusing to catalogue any sheets. 
On the other had, the large retail deal- 
ers seem to be quite pleased. They 
enjoy selling stamps and not labels. 
These concerns will not deliver any new 
issues of miniature sheets to their clients 
unless specifically requested to do so.

An announcement from the president of the 
ANCS, Alex Hesse, Jr., states that as P. J.

The KenMore Wholesaler contains 
some interesting notes on this subject 
which may interest our readers:

happen. From a Philatelist’s viewpoint, 





if the restoration of Germany’s pre- 
war colonies was made, stamp collecting 
would be profoundly affected. The re- 
turn of Germany’s former possessions in 
Africa and Oceania through abandon- 
ment of the mandate system set up by 
the League of Nations after the World 
War would mean a deluge of new postal 
paper, while thousands of stamps today 
in use would be outlawed and pass into 
history. 

Belgian East Africa, Tanganyika, New 
Guinea, Nauru, Western Samoa and 
Southwest Africa would cease issuing 


stamps under those titles and there 
would be restored philately’s former 
German East Africa, German New 


Guinea, Samoa and German Southwest 
Africa. There would likewise be changes 
in the colonies now held by France and 
Japan. 





The story of how philately followed 
the flag in colonial Germany in 1914- 
18 was bewildering at the time, because 
it involved such a confusion of surprises 


for the hobby’s followers. The seizure 
of Germany’s colonies in 1918 has re- 
sulted in a few more than 1,350 major 
and minor varieties of stamps worth to- 
day approximately $22,500. Of these, 
about 890 were overprinted ones forced 
on the conquered peoples during the pe- 
riods of fighting and occupation. The 
others are definitives released subsequent 
to the adoption of new political titles 
for seized lands, some of this later post- 





al paper being in use today.” 
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The Flag Is Passing 


Hats off! The flag is passing. 

No, my friend, there is no blare of 
trumpets, no roll of drums, no tramp of 
marching feet. It is the postmark flag 
we mean. What was once the most com- 
mon postmark in our postal system, is 
gradually being replaced with different 
markings, on newer, faster, more up-to- 
date machines. 


Even though no postmark designs 
have been copyrighted in the United 
States, it seems that manufacturers of 
cancelling equipment observe certain 
ethics in their business and do not copy 
designs of others. 

As the American Postal Machines Co. 
has passed from the picture, so, also, 
their handiwork, the flag postmark, is 
passing. Being hand-made, by artisans 
of a by-gone day, almost every flag was, 
in some detail, a little different from 
the others. They are roughly divided 
into groups of about twenty-four out- 
standing varieties. A few of these varie- 
ties are not the product of American 
Postal Machines, but most of them are. 
Worthy of special mention are: the slo- 
gan flags, with wording among the 
stripes; the Imperials, also called the 
“rippled” flag, because of its extreme 
design; the ovates, in which the thirteen 
stars form an oval rather than being in 
rows; the no-halyards, in which the flag 
appears to be mounted directly on the 
staff. None of these varieties is in use 
today except one ovate, which is in- 
cluded in the list below. 

Interested collectors are now preparing 
a check-list of towns that have used flag 
postmarks. The list now stands at more 
than 2600. I believe the number still 
in use is about 25. Even those post- 
masters who are still using them do not 
know when they will receive instructions 
from the department: “ . effective im- 


mediately . .. ,” and another flag will 
have passed. 
Would you gratify your curiosity? 


Here’s how. Send self-addressed cards 
or envelopes to the postmasters of these 
offices asking for their flag postmarks. 
I can’t guarantee results, but I have all 
of these with recent dates. Half of them 
were received in October, 1937. Anyway, 
they are all different in some detail, and 
here they are:
